Six men were in tbe lorry 
when ii mopped outside a news¬ 
agent's shop for the driver to 
buy his morning neivspaper. As 
> he entered tbe shop, shortly 
' before S am. two gunmen 
- jumped from a waiting red 
! Cortina car and sprayed the 
[ front of the lorry. 

. Mr Raymond Carlisle, aged 
27. a storeman, of Crosscoyler 
! Street. Belfast, was killed 
instantly and Mr Archibald 
i Hanna, aged 51, a labourer, of 
; Hopewell Crescent, Belfast, died 
i soon afterwards, 
j Detectives believe tbe ambush 
may have been the work of 
j loyalist extremists who bad 
j apparently been watching the 
lorry’s movements. 

The killings raise the death 
toll in Northern Ireland ovei 
1 the past four days to 10.

Dutch statesmen to 
lead inquiry into 
alleged bribe to Prince

The Hague, Feb 9 

The Dutch Cabinet has 
decided die form. of the com¬ 
mittee of inquiry that will be 
given the task of establishing 
whether Prince Bernhard re¬ 
ceived a 51.1m (£550,000) bribe 
from Lockheed, the American 
aircraft manufacturers, in re¬ 
ran] for his' influence on tbe 
placing of contracts. The accu¬ 
sation has been made as a re¬ 
sult of evidence given by Lock¬ 
heed’s management to an 
American Senate sub-committee 
tee. 

The Government's choice arid 
the precise terms of reference 
will be made known tomorrow 
in a letter to Parliament. It is 
believed to have appointed 
ibree statesmen, including a 
lawyer, to establish the facts of 
the case. Prince Bernhard has 
denied receiving money from 
Lockheed and has agreed that a 
commission should be appointed 
to investigate. 

The initial Dutch reaction to 
the accusation has been one of 
disbelief, followed by an angry' 
resignation to the course of 
events. Both the press and the 
political parties are almost 
unanimous in their welcome of 
the decision to set up an in¬ 
quiry. Sources close to the 
Cabinet believe that if it was 
proved that the Prince Consort 
had received Lockheed money' 
for private use, it could lead to 
the abdication of Oueen Juliana.

In a united assaidt on tbe 
Government in the Commons 
today the Opposition parties 
could defeat the Dock Work 
Regulation Bill, although by a 
small margin. Whips on both 
government - and opposition 
bandies were prepared last 
night to contemplate a dead 
heat in which Mr George 
Thomas, tbe' new Speaker, 
would- save the Government by 
bis casting vote. 

According to the whips, most 
of the MPs who are ill will be 
able to attend and vote. Tbe 
Government’s majority of one 
over all other partite is nominal, 
because Mr John Ryman, 
Labour MP for Blyth, has 
indicated that he will not attend 
the House. 

Mr John Stonehouse, Labour 
MP for Walsall, North, said last 
night that he was reserving his 
position. “If 1 can hear argu¬ 
ments which convince me that 
tbe Bill is going to improve 
marketing efficiency and reduce 
costs, making it easier for the 
consumer to get domestic and 
foreign produce at lower prices, 
I would support the Bill”, be 
said. “I have not beard such 
arguments so far.”

Britain has invited Dr Joseph 
Luns, the Secretary-Genera] of 
Nuro, to talks in Loudon in a 
further effort to reach a settle¬ 
ment in the cod war with Ice¬

' Dr Luns, who is expected to 
arrive tomorrow, will see Mr 
• Callaghan, die Foreign Secre¬ 
tary, and Mr Peart, the 
Minister, of Agriculture. 

The main purpose of the 
meeting will be to explain to 
Dr Luns the new policy of the 
British prawler industry, to 
exercise voluntary .restraint .in 
fishing off Iceland, in the .hope 
that he might then persuade 
the Icelandic Government to 
resume talks on the dispute. 

' It is recognized in London 
that this is a rather forlorn 
prospect because the Icelanders 
have shown little or no' willing¬ 
ness for serious negotiations. 
Em with . dangerous incidents 
at sea going on, and the 
damaging effect on Nato rela¬ 
tions, the Government believes 
it is 'worth pursuing anv 
chance of persuading Reykjavik 
to reopen talks.

Holidays in 
Spain to 
be cheaper

'An increase in package holi¬ 
day bookings is expected to 
follow yesterday’s effective 11 
per cent devaluation by Spain 
of the peseta. The big inclusive 
holiday firms are sriil calculafc 
ing the precise implications-, bat 
it seems certain tb mean 
cheaper hoGdays. 

Thomson Holidays, largest of 
the inclusive operators, says 
that instead of a surcharge of 
perhaps £4 for a typical holiday 
to Spain there could be- a. re¬ 
fund of about £1 against bro¬ 
chure prices. The lower prices 
would be -applicable to holiday¬ 
makers departing from April 25. 
Invoices reflecting tbe jsew 
pnees would be sent out in the 
next week or so. 

. For Britons already in Spain, 
it means that their spending 
money will go further. The 
Spanish National Tourist Office 
in London estimated*that British 
holidaymakers will have-around 
13 pesetas more to spend for 
their pound this week than last. 

The main impact, however, 
will be on future teles. Most 
tom- operators based their 
brochure prices bn an exchange 
rate of 126.70 pesetas- to die 
pound against yesterday’s price 
of over 130 pesetas. 

Cosmos, another of the large 
package tour firms, said that 
the areas to benefit would be 
the Costa Brava, Beni dorm and 
Majorca. These traditional areas 
for British holidaymakers had 
been down as much as. 50 per 
cent in forward bookings th is 
January, a spokesman said.

yatcbdogs ready to influence service 
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authorities on die other. Either 
could render them ineffectual 
and friendless, and a debate is 
going on among those c'on- 
cerned with their future as to 
the best direction they could 
take. 

The councils are a complete¬ 
ly new development in. the 
health service. They originated 
in Conservative legislation, im¬ 
plemented in 1974 • by the 
Labour Government. They 
were intended to be a counter¬ 
balance to the management 
oriented structure of the 
reorganized service. 

They have between IS and 
30 members, half of whom are 
nominated by the borough 
council or councils covering 
their districts, one third by 
voluntary organizations and 
the rest by the regional health 
authority. The - members are 
unpaid, but .they can claim 
expenses, including a loss of 
earnings allowance. 

Each council bas a full-time, 
salaried secretary, and i^ most 
cases, the secretary has an 
assistant Their annual budgets, 
which they negotiate with the 
regional authority, are about 
£12.000. The total cost of 
CHCs to the health service is 
estimated at £2,800,000 in the 
current financial year. 

CHCs have no executive 
authority and only vague terms 
of reference; their sole statu¬ 
tory duty is to produce an 
annual report. 

A government circular of 
January, 1974, three months 
before the legislation creating 
CHCs came into effect, said 
that the councils would “ pro¬ 
vide a new means of represent¬ 
ing the local co mmuni ty 3 *: in¬ 
terests in the health service to 
those responsible for manag i ng 
them

CHCs vary widely in 
character and interests, and 
the' differences between them 
are particularly wide in their 
interpretation of that double 
role, as Mr John Halias, of the 
Nuffield Centre for Health Ser¬ 
vices Studies, Leeds-University, 
has ' found in. researching a 
book on. the councils* first 18 
months.

Most of them 
favoured instead the setting up 
of a loosely knit, non-bureau- 
cratic national association, to 
come into being probably to¬ 
wards the end of rhis year. 

Mr Hallas .welcomes that 
decision. “I think the idea of 
a strong national voice is just 
not on, with the way the health 
service is developing”, he said. 
“ Everybody is having to look 
at their own particular patch, 
and ask what they can do with 
the limited resources. 

“We have not got any such 
thing as a national health ser¬ 
vice. It is a batch of people 
caring for people in all sorts 
of different situations. The 
CHCs are more identified than 
ever with their own districts. 

“They also have an almost 
Gladstone an approach to 
finance, and that is another of 
their reasons for opposing a 
national council with a high- 
powered secretariat and offi¬ 
cials.”

12-year inertia on GLC

Nearly 12 years after the 
Greater London Council deci¬ 
ded to purchase and demolish 
some 600 homes in Fulham 
work is due to begin next month 
on their replacements. In that 
time the 20-acre sire, known as 
the Bayonne estate, has become 
notorious as probably the worst 
example in London^ if not in 
Britain, of misdirected council 

bpusing policies. 

The case i* being widely 
cited as a reason why the GLC 
should cease to be a housing 
authority and its powers de¬ 
volved on borough councils. 
Only a few streets away lie the 
former St Paul’s Schocd playing 
fields, which the GLC bought 
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Tropical Medicine and the Hos¬ 
pital for Tropica] Diseases, says 
that at least 2 ‘ per cent of 
apparently healthy people are 
infected with the worm’s eggs. 
If they get into vital places 
such as the eye or bain or 
parts of the lung, serious 
diseases may be caused. 

A similar parasite affects 
cats and appears equally cap¬ 
able of causing disease in man, 
the report says. - 

Because not all infected 
patients had been in close con¬ 
tact with a dog or cat, environ¬ 
mental contamination through 
the infected faeces of dogs was 
suspected. Soil samples from 
public parks and children’s play 
centres confirmed widespread 
contamination with the para¬ 
site’s eggs. 


Professor Woodruff says that 
as 12 per cent of dogs are in¬ 
fected, and there are at least 
seven million dogs in the 
country, about 840,000 infective 
samples of faeces are deposited 
somewhere on British soil every 
day. 

If the eggs stay alive in the 
soil as long as in the labora¬ 
tory, the eggs from 1,500 mil¬ 
lion, infective samples are pre¬ 
sent in the soil at any one 
time. 

He says that because only 
about half- the dogs in Britain 
have Been ces, licensing proce¬ 
dures should be tightened. 

People should be encouraged 
to wash their hands after play¬ 
ing with a ball or anything tbat 
has come into contact with the 
soil in public parks. 


Fire precautions ignored 
in flat where five died 


Fire safety precautions were 
I ignored at a maisonette in a 
14-storey block, Haigh Heights, 
at Everton, Liverpool, where 
five people died in a fire, on 
December 9, it was stated at an 
inquest yesterday. 

Mr Roy Barter, the Liverpool 
coroner, yesterday warned 
thousands of tenants living in 
similar properties to ensure 
that fire doors were shut; keep 
pass doors clear ; and keep free 
the access to escape doors. 

He recorded a verdict of 
accidental death on Mrs 
Bernadette Watts, aged 44, her 
daughter, Pamela, aged 16, and 
son Carl King, aged nine and 
on John Bosaflquet. aged 16, 


whose body was found beside 
that of the girl he was going 
to- marry, Joan Marie Gray, 
aged 17.

Manx trust acts to save

mii the market at a reported 
price of £110,000.

Black group 
blamed for 
disturbances

Johannesburg, Feb 9 

A stinging attack on one of 
South Africa’s main " black 
consciousness" groups. die 
South African Students’ Organ¬ 
ization (Saso;, is contained in a 
report published today by a one- 
man commission investigating 
disturbances that took place at 
the black University of the 
North in September, 1974. 

The report, by Mr Justice 
J. H. Snymao, lays the blame 
for tbe disturbances on the 
” extreme and alarming hostility 
towards whites ” which it says 
had been developed and fos¬ 
tered by Saso. It adds that in 
view of Sa&o’s political activi¬ 
ties there were serious doubts 
as to whether it could any 
longer claim to be a student’s 
organization. 

Saso bas beeo under pressure 
from the South Africau authori¬ 
ties for some time and several 
of its leaders are at present on 
trial in Pretoria on charges 
under the Terrorism Act. It is 
expected that stronger action 
will be taken against the organi¬ 
zation. which stands for black- 
pride aud self-dependence, as a 
result of the report. 

Commenting on the develop¬ 
ment of black consciousness in 
South Africa, the report says 
that “the blacks and especially 
students at the university with 
their poor economic, cultural 

and educational background 
have become conscious of the 
fact that they have lagged be¬ 
hind whites in the development 
of human civilization. 

‘‘This gives rise to the resent¬ 
ment of the superior knowledge 
and initiative of the whites who 
are blamed for the shortcomings 
and failings of the blacks. They 
do not realize, or they refuse 
to admit, that by clinging to 
what is their own they are pre¬ 
vented from obtaining what 
they want from whites.”

These 
tough regulations followed the 
widespread student demonstra¬ 
tions in late 1974 in support 
of protesting farm labourers in 
north Malaysia and last year’s 
demonstrations in Australia and 
New Zealand by Malaysian stu¬ 
dents against visits fay Tun 
Abdul Razak, the late Prime 
Minister. 

Most of the people affected 
by the Government’s sweeps 
and extensive questioning are 
those living in the predomi¬ 
nantly Chinese new villages 
that were established 25 years 
ago to deny communists access 
to the poor rural Chinese.

Governor-General accused 
by Mr Whitlam 4 of deceit 9 


Canberra, Feb 9.—Mr Gough 
Whitlam, the Australian Labour 
Party leader, tonight accused 
Sir John Kerr, the Governor- 
General, and Mr Fraser, the 
Prime Minister, of being deceit¬ 
ful men. Sir John dismissed Mr 
Whitlam as Prime Minister last 
November at the height of the 
political crisis. 

Mr Whitlam said- in a tele¬ 
vised interview that he and his 
Government were improperly 
ousted by a coup through a 
usurpation of power by the 
Governor-General. 

Zt had been easy (for Mr 
Fraser’s Liberal-National Coun¬ 
try Party coalition) to defeat 
his Government in the general 
election in December because 
of _ the Govern or-General’s 
action, Mr Whitlam went on. 

“ This would happen with any 
government in the Western 
world if there was a coup d’etat 
and the Crown or a dictatorial 
president were to install a 
government of his dioice at the 


time half-way through the term 
of die elected government.” 

Mr Whitlam went on : “ Sir 
John is a dishonourable and 
deceitful mam” He "deceived 
people that be had known, he 
had worked with for decades 

Asserting that his Laboor 
administration had been beaten 
because like eveiy^ other West¬ 
ern . government it was held 
responsible for unemployment 
and inflation, Mr Whitlam 
added: "But we were defeated 
because our term was cut short 
half-way through, for the second 
time, our elected term was cut 
short, was halved, this time by 
a coup d’etat by a usurpation 
by the Governor-General.” 

He believed that the Austra¬ 
lian public had now come to 
see that “ not only is the 
Governor-General a deceitful 
person but the Prime Minister 
is a deceitful person”. 

Mr Whitlam vowed that he 
would still be leading Labour 
at the next general election in 
1978.—Reuter.

abandoned normal parliamen¬ 
tary business and have oeen 
locked in a furious and contro¬ 
versial debate over a 42-year- 
old court case surrounding the 

death of a police infiltrator. 

The interest in resurrecting 
the case out of the distant pre¬ 
war past is understandable. 
A general ejection « not far 
off, and the man who 
was sentenced to life imprison¬ 
ment for the death of an agent 
who had infiltrated the 
Communist Party in the early 
thirties is none other than Mr 
Jenji Miyamoto, the incumbent 
chairman of The present 
Communist Party. 

Mr Miyamoto and three 
other Communists were sen¬ 
tenced to life imprisonment 

for manslaughter after the 

infiltrator, who was being in¬ 
terrogated, died while attempt¬ 
ing to escape from the Com¬ 
munists’ bead quarters. 

Mr Miyamoto was released 
by the Allied forces in 1945, 
apparently because of fUcess 
and his civil rights were re¬ 
stored in 1947. 

The controversial carctnn- 
stances surrounding the agent’s 
death 42 years ago were reexa¬ 
mined last month by Bungei 
Shtmju, the intellectual mag¬ 
azine which was the first publi¬ 
cation to expose the business 
irregularities which forced the 
previous Prime Minister, Mr 
Kakuei Tanaka, to resign over 
a year ago. 

Since then, conservative poli¬ 
ticians have jumped on the 
bandwagon, demanding that 
the Government reopen the 
case to establish whether the 
agent had died accidentally 
during a struggle or whether 
the Communists had, in fact, 
lynched him. They also want 
the Government to explain 
why rivil rights were restored 
to Mr Miyamoto. 

The Communists see the con¬ 
troversy as a smear campaign 
designed to harm the party 
before the elections. 

With the knowledge that 
they have picked up consider¬ 
able support since the party 
abandoned its former policy of 
violence, the Communists are 
fighting tooth and nail to deny 
the allegations that Mr Miya¬ 
moto helped to lynch the infil, 
trator. 

In an open statement, Mr 
Miyamoto outlined details of 
the case this week, claiming 
that the police infiltrator bad 
died of shock after he was 
apprehended by Mr Miyamoto 
and three colleagues while 
attempting to escape from the 
party’s headquarters. 

According to the autopsy, 
the agent died either of trau¬ 
matic shock or because hie suf¬ 
fered from . an abnormal phys¬ 
ical condition. In any event, 
the. case has become the hot¬ 
test political issue in Japan 
today - and political observers 
are convinced that it will harm 
the Communist Party when the 
country goes to the polls later 
this year to elect' new 1 repre¬ 
sentatives to the lower. House 
of the Diet.

"The number of disabled mothers or fath-.rs 
of babies and young children in this cwunrry 
not known ” it says frankly in die press 
release for a book just published by the 
Disabled Laving Foundation which provides a 
sensible, practical and yet imaginative guide 
to h a ndlin g children up to first school age for 
parents who suffer from some restricting 
disability. What is known, however—though 
the press release does not mention it—is that 
the number is likely to increase as advances 
in the treatment of, for example, Spina Bifida 
or the Thalidomide cases produce a group of 
sexually mature adults for which few or no 
precedents exist. 

Early Vears, written by a practising physio¬ 
therapist with small children of her own, 
although cot herself disabled (the cover of the 
book is most misleading, showing the author’s 
name, Morigue Cornwell, apparently an ached 
to a iriieelchaar-bound mother) has been com¬ 
piled with sympathy and insight by someone 
who has had a great deal of practical exper¬ 
ience of rehabilitation, is sensible about money, 
and realistic about human beings. 

The problem is that not only are disabled 
parents a minority group in the community, 
there are minorities within that group. Oniy 
a percentage is wheelchair bound, or have the 
same disabilities. Thus _it becomes a highly 
individual problem, coping with individual 
needs. Everyone wants something different, so 
mainly as far as buying products goes its a 
question of cooperation from_ firms and help, 
either at home or from a firm, in adapting 
existing products to your own personal needs.” 

I wondered if firms on the whole had been 
helpful, or if the minority nature of the market 
had diminished their interest. Mrs Cornwell 
found the former. Of a _ hundred firms con¬ 
tacted when she was writing the book more 
than three quarters replied helpfully and 
quickly, and practically. There are copious lists 
of names and addresses at the back of the 
book of firms offering all sorts of specialized 
services, reliable products, and of institutions 
which can help toe disabled parent. For ex¬ 
ample, did you know that the RoypJ National 
Institute for the Blind produces cookery books 
and knitting patterns in Braille ? 

Although much of the book is derated to the 
problems of parents whose mobfliiy is restric¬ 
ted, and deals in derail with playing, bathing, 
dressing, feeding, washing up, going out and 
indeed every aspect of child care from the point 
of view of someone whose reach or stance is 
limited, or who has entirely or partially use¬ 
less hands, there are chapters too for blind and 

partially sighted parents, deaf and partially 
hearing - parents and epileptic mothers. 

There arc also chapters dealing with family 
planning genetic counselling and such social 
problems as moving to a new area and the 
concepts of safety, and discipline, both even 
more crucial to a disabled parent who cannot 
always move fast enough to nrevent an 
accident or intervene in cases of disobedience. 

The immediate criticisms of Early Years 
have beet) that at £2.50 it is too expensive—one 
couple wrote to Mrs Cornwell after her first 
book Early Days (which cost £1.25, but that’s 
inflation for you) came out and said that they 
had wasted their money because they had not 
learnt anything new". “ In that case ”, 
retorted the doughty Mrs Cornwell, “you’re 
not the sort of people who need my book” 
for she is the first to insist that the most 
important factor in coping successfully under - 
a physical handicap is mental attitude, 
ingenuity, resourcefulness and positive chinking. 

If you already have those, you probably do 
not need her book because you will have 
achieved the basic need, self-help, already. 

But at the same time she is the first to 
recognize that it is precisely those who are 


least able to organize themselves to cope who 
are least able xn find out about help and to 
utilize it when they find it. This answers a 
second criticism of her recent boat, chat it is 
written at a very basic level, seems to cover, 
a lor of ground one might take for granted as 
common knowledge, and is somewhat didactic 
in tone. This is, I ant sure, both deliberate 
and right. Ir is precisely those in need wbo 
need the clearest and least theoretical explana¬ 
tions. 

On Lite question of expense, Mrs Cornwell 
also had to face criticisms of her Usts of sug¬ 
gested products, each carefully priced, which 
if you bought them all would add up to a 
hieftv sum. But of course you arc not expected 
to buy them all. You are expected to work 
out your own special needs—for which there 
may indeed be no coasting perfect solution— 
end buy whatever is nearest to k. 

A far more serious question put to Mrs.Corn- 
well by a broadcast interviewer, and ic is one 
which will be reinforced I think by people 
reading her book and looking at pictures of 
women feeding tlieir babies and changing nap¬ 
pies with their toes is in the " Do you really 
think people like that should have babies . . . 
that they make suitable parents . . .” genre. To 
this Mrs Cornwell replies that parenthood is 
largely a question of mental ability anyway, 
and that disabled parents. think much more 
deeply before they have children because they 
know'that they are going to be criticized. They 
tend to be much more socially responsible, much 
more prepared to seek advice and if necessary 
genetic counselling. I suppose it is some son 
of atavistic herd fear of the deformed. which 
makes society so harsh on the private lives of 
the physically handicapped. 

V/hen one considers the feckless, irrespon¬ 
sible, mentally thick couples whose hapless 
offspring the state usually ends up supporting, 
or rescuing, but who have never been viewed 
askance simply because they have two hands 
and two feet operative, one wonders about 
values. 

Things Mrs Cornwell would like to see more 
of for disabled parents include borrowables— 
equipment for babies available quick]v. Too 
often by the time help arrives tbe child has 
grown past the need. More effort in introducing 
disabled parents to one another, so that they 
can discuss problems and find that they are 
not pariahs or totally unique fsomething 
Doreen Savage found invaluable with her Faci¬ 
ally disfigured patients). Often, particularly 
before the first child, a disabled mother feel's 
tremendous physical and mental isolation and 
even despair at how she will cope. Libraries 
could be more helpful in stocking specialist 
books on the subjects (they might start by 
stocking Mrs Cornwell’s). More practical help 
in getting big consumer durables—for example 
a split level cooker for a chair bound mother. 
More flexibility in help for the temporarily 
disabled ; many women are restricted in move¬ 
ment after a birth, or you can break your leg 
or arm, or have a car accident¬ 
al n doubted ly help is required. Many families 
with a disabled parent are in the lower income 
group for the obvious reasons ilist the other 
parenr has to tailor hours and perhzps jeopar¬ 
dize job mobility and promotion, to fit in with 
the home, routine. This low income level means 
that housing is frequently not ideal. 

The overall message is one of optimism and 
encouragement though. Just as there will 21 - 
ways ba plenty of able bodied parents to foil 
their family responsibilities, so there will be 
plenty of disabled parents with rhe wit and the 
courage to make a success of them. The** 
deserve, like many other groups in our society 
more help than they get. but Early Years, at 
any rate, puts out a hand in their direction 
Early Years, published bp the Disabled Living 
Foundation, 346 Kensington High Street, 
London, W24.

Olympic Games 


Combination of Cucry 
and Rachmaninov 
approaches perfection

Innsbruck, Feb 9 
' Ever since Join* Curry arrived 
here nine days ago, lie lias bees 
the DOpular favourite to win the 
Olympic gold medal for the men’s 
figure skating. Now the judges 
too seem prepared to acknowledge 
his merits- After the British ami 
European champion skated his 
short programme of compulsory 
movements this afternoon, six 
judges awarded Mm first place in 
die combined results, including 
yesterday’s figures, and another— 
the Canadian—put him equal first 
with the man who led on the first 
day, Sergei Volkov, of Russia. 

Curry now has a dear lead an 
plan rigs and on points. All that 
stands between him and die 
Olympic tide is the final fire* 
minus programme of free ska t i n g 
—and a nerve-racking wait of 
about S3 hours between now and 
the moment on Wednesday night 
when he steps on ro the ice. If ne 
succeeds, be wll be Britain's first 
winner of this event since its in¬ 
ception in 1908. 

The outstanding skaters today 
were Curry and Toller Cranston, 
of Carad- - *- Curry’s performance 
looked faultless. Sk at i ng to a 
Rachmaninov rhapsody, he began 
with a brilliant combination of 
triple toe loop and double toe loop 
jumps. His change-foot spin was 
perfectly centred, and then—a 
simple but gracefully effective 
touch—be took off from a for¬ 
ward spiral into his Axel Paulsen 

jump. 

A neat line of steps, making 
good use of the toe rakes, led 
into the most imaginative varia¬ 
tion spin in the contest. A fine 
double axel and a flying camel 
spin brought the programme to 
a triuraohant close in Imln 53secs- 
Co raped tors are allowed up to 
two minutes for their short pro* 
grammes and Curry was com¬ 
fortably within the limit. His 
marks included one 5.9 for the 
required elements and no less 
than six 5.9s for presentation. 

Cranston, the skater who is 
equally well known as a painter, 
gave a masterly display which 
earned even more 5-9s and 
narrowly gave him first place in 
this part of the event, even above 
Curry. But his disastrous tracing 
of Sunday’s first two figures put 
him so far behind that even now 
he is only fifth. He did a triple 
sal chow-double toe loop combina¬ 
tion, a fine variation sit spin and 
an unus ual step sequence. 

Cranston presented the whole 
programme with a sense of style 
and musical feeling which was as 
notable as Curry’s but in a dif¬ 
ferent, more powerful way. His 
free skating is usually so good 
that if he is on form on Wednes¬ 
day, he can have some hopes of 
a bronze medal, but he will have 
to fight hard for it. 

Volkov, of Russia, is a tech¬ 
nician rather than an artist. His 
programme was effheent but dull, 
although it was good enough to 
give him second place in the over¬ 
all standings. Robin Cousins, 
Britain’s second string, gave an ex¬ 
cellent performance and seemed 
undermarked, but Glyn Jones made 
several mistakes and is now lying 
In last place. Three competitors 
withdrew, Laszlo Vajda, of 
Hungary, and Ronald Ko ppele nt, 
of Austria, have both succumbed . 
to the Olympic village’s influenza 
epidemic and an Australian, 
William Schober had to retire 
after the warm up, having 
inflamed an old ankle injury. 


At a press conference a week 
ago, Curry regretted that skating 
nowadays has lost some of the 
elegance from a past era. He 
mentioned in particular, the 
Swedish skater, Gfllis Emanuel 
GrafstrSm, winner of more 
Olympic gold medals for figure 
skating tf ™ 7 ) any other man in 
history. Grafstrflm died in 2938, 
when he was 45, but be is here 
in spirit. The Tyrol Folk Art 
Museum in Innsbruck is present¬ 
ing an exhibition of some of his 
remarkable collection of skating 
pictures, engravings, porcelain 
figures, rare books and other 
Objets d’art. 

These have been lent by his 
widow, Fru C&dle Grafstrtim, a 
great granddaughter of the com¬ 
poser, Mendelssohn. Grafstr6m 
was a man of wide int e rests and 
cultivated taste and became a 
recognized authority on the history 
of Us sport, in Ms competitive 
career be gave the impression that 
be skated solely for the love of 
It. Winning titles was purely 
Incidental. 

GrafstrOm rarely bothered to 
compete for the world champion¬ 
ship but every time he entered, 
be won. The Olympic Games, with 
their emphasis on pure 
amateurism, made a much stronger 
appeal to Ms fastidious nature. 
The ideals of Baron Pierre de 
Coubertin, founder of the modem. 
Games, were his also and be 
skated in every Olympics from 
1920 to 1932. 

He won on the first three 
occasions. On the last, at the 
ripe age of 39, he was still good 
enough to take the silver medal. 
His free skating, by all accounts, 
bad a rare degree of artistry and 
musical feeling, seeming to be a 
priv a te affair Between himself and 
the ice, independent of all 
onlookers. It was once said that 
it wax be who judged the judges. 

GrafstrOm stands in a small but 
distinguished line of skaters who 
have always emphasized that skat¬ 
ing is an art as well as a sport. 
The line began with an American, 
Jackson Haines, in Vienna in the 
1860 s. It continued with Sonja 
Henie. a Parisian, Jacqueline du 
Bief, Hayes Alan Jenkins and 
Tenley Albright, of the United 
States, and a Canadian, Donald 
Jackson. Now it reaches its cul¬ 
mination in Britain’s champion, 
John Curry. 

Innsbruck, Feb 9.—British 
tobogganists, Jeremy Palmer- 
Torn kinson and Michel de Car* 
valfao, ready to give up after a 
spin and disappointing practice 
times for tomorrow’s two-man 
Olympic event, today gave them¬ 
selves a reprieve' after a better 
final t raining run.

IOC's statement today, by ' tfi£

mark, of Sweden, lie only fifth 
and eighth respectively. Sten.

It would appear feat Nilsson 
is less keen than bad been antici¬ 
pated to join the Lotus team, 
although clearly such a move 
would give bis racing career con¬ 
siderable impetus, especially as 
fee team are fielding a new car 
this season.

TUs-was a case in which the

8, 1966. By agreement of October 
6, 1964, Roubaix, in turn, con¬ 
ceded the exclusive sale of Gopag 
products in 24 dipartements to 
the south of France to the Fort- 
denes A. Roux (“ Roux ”). 

A purchase, made by Roux, of 
Swiss-made cast iron parts to 
March, 1972, was at tte origin of 


with Article 85 EEC and therefore 
void. From this noBlty, so they 
claimed, there followed logically 
the uuUity of ttrir.own agreement 
with Roubaix. This dew was up¬ 
held by the Tribunal de Commerce. 

On appeal by Roubaix, the Paris 
appeal court annulled the first

Afterwards she put a piBow 
under his head and wrapped hhn 
in a blanket. She put her rights 
to a dustbin. She washed aU ner 
clothing, and Mood from the floor 
and from tire walls. She cleaned 
tte rolling pin and put it away. 

At 7.50 am ebe took tea up 
to two nnie lodgers. She cooked 
their breakfast to the kitchen with 
Mr Ousley*s body lying there. 

Mr HoUls said Mrs Croft at 
first told the police that Mr 
Ousley struck has head after fall¬ 
ing down While drank. Later, after 
she was alleged to have admitted 
killing him, she was asked why 
she did it, and replied: 
“ Jealousy, I suppose ”. 

. Mrs Croft’s daughter, Mrs 
Fatrlda Reeve, of Mats Avenue, 
Balsham, said she and her husband 
and children visited her mother's 
bouse at Worthing. 

Her mother showed her tbe 
body of Mr Ousley lying to tbe 
kitchen. She added: “ l do not 
tbtok my mother realised what 
bad happened.

The converse point was tbe long 
line of English law accepted by 
text writers and tte courts, ami 
which took account of the Hague 
Rales. 

The ease did raise a point of 
first importance. The judgment of 
tte court below should be oftt-med 
and the appeal dismissed with 
costs. Leave should be given to 
appeal to the House of Lords. 

LORD JUSTICE SCARMAN, 
concurring, said that tte court was 
bound by The Brede decision to 
dismiss the appeal. Tbe question 
was whether there should be leave 
to appeal to Die House of Lords. 

The decision ta The Brede pro¬ 
ceeded on the basis that claims 
for freight held a special position 
to law. The question had not yet 
been considered by the House of 
Lords. It was a matter of first rate 
importance which should be re¬ 
viewed in tte House. 

-Lord -Justice-Goff delivered a 
concurring judgment. 

The appeal was dismissed with 
costs, and leave to appeal CO the 
House of Lords granted.

Planned authority transfer 
causes concern for jobs

Tbe development corporation at 
Washington, Tyne and Wear and 
the National and Local Govern¬ 
ment Officers’ Association (Nalgo) 
are concerned for the future of 
tbe corporation’s staff of abnar 
550 when planned government 
legislation comes into effect and 

tte corporation’s 8,500 honses and 
related assets, such as tillage 
balls and shops, are transferred to 
the local authority. 

A Bin is likely to be presented 
to Parliament in tbe spring, and 
the board of the corporation 
intends to discuss with Sunderland 
conned and the Department of the 
Environment the implications of 
tte transfer. The corporation's 
branch of Nalgo will meet tile 
local asthotliy branch this week. 


The corporation and the union 
branch have accepted tte tocos to 
principle but an added difficulty 
for the union is that tte board 
Is considering winding up tte cor¬ 
poration. Between 60 and 70 per 
cent of the corporation's work is 
concerned with the assets that 
wfl) be transferred to Sunderland 
council. The rest, industrial 
estates, land and commercial 
properties, will remain with the 
Corporation unless it is wound up, 
to which case they will probably 
be managed by the New Towns 
Commission. 

Mr Stanley Atkinson, chairman 
of Nalgo’s corporation branch, 
said it would be best If tbe local 
authority took over tbe entire 
Staff- The Government proposes 
that a transfer scheme should 
start at any time after 1979.

Hie Worid. About Us 
BBC 2

Perhaps it is only natural that 
BBC 2’s The World About Us 
is so scatty. One does not really 
know from one week tn the next 
what we are going to be given. 
Tjtfr week it was Magnus 
Magnusson in some sort of 
northland volcanic island rising 
from the sea; on Sunday it was 
Bahia, pronounced bah-car, 
which is a ma g ical spot of 
Brazil, full of a tremendous 
combination and energy of 

Spanish America and Mack 

Africa. A tittle-known spot. 


is has managed to pro¬ 
duce a few novelists who trickle 
now and again into the London 
lists, several dishes which find 
their way upon gonrmes. menus 
—usually tinder assumed names 
—and some marvellous music 
which Brazil claims as a 
national heritage On Sunday 
The World About Us film on 
Bahia unfortunately attempted 
to walk two lines at once. One 
was the straightforward tourist 
attraction: all those silver 
sands, blue-watered beaches, 
mouth-watering restaurants and 
singing, dancing, . playful 
'coloured folk -were an obvious 


pluck upon the tourist’s heart 
and purse strings. 

• At the same time Bahia, tbe 
ancient capital of Brazil, the 
ancient native capital that pre¬ 
dates the conquistadors, is as 
out-of-ihe-way corner of an out- 
of-the-way section of the world, 
and it is full of poverty, albeit 
colourful poverty, and positively- 
awash with street urchins. The 
World About Us film attempted 
to tell both stories. On the one 
hand it was a rather sentimental 
tale of Roberto, an - orphaned 
black boy, aged 12 , and his 
daily grind to earn a tiving. On 
the other hand it was a tourist 
brochure. Tbe twin tales rather 
jarred. One saw Roberto walk¬ 
ing the streets, gazing at tbe 
dancers at festival time, and 
then one saw the tourists—all • 
white men and . women, at leas't 
from what one could see under 
the suntans—lounging on the 
expensive-looking beaches. 

The Roberto part of tbe doca¬ 
mentary was as obvious attempt 
to produce a lyrical sort of 
picture poem about the hard' 
life of file back-street urchins 
of Bahia. I think this would 
have gone down better had we 
missed the tourist bit. It did not* 
at all go well with the tourist' 
shots, although it is perhaps, 
hard-nosed of tbe critic to com¬ 
plain too much at a programme, 
of wonderful exotic pictures

The Festival li.iil, nor the 
customary smaller Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hail was the scene of 
Alfred Brendel’s piano reckal 
in the South Bank series 
on Sunday afternoon, as ir 
will also be when Tamas Vasary 
cranes in March. The large audi¬ 
ence was rewarded with tbe 
kind of music-making that stays 
in the memory for life. Mr 
Brendel is always an exciting 
artist with his immediacy awl 
high voltage. On this occasion 
there was superhuman discipline 
as wei], even when notes surged 
from his fingers like a cataract. 
It was 0 ea£ playing. 

Though he chose Bach’s 
Chromatic Fantasia and Fugue 
to open has debut recital 
(devoted exclusively to fugal 
works) in Graz when a mere 17. 
Bach is a composer he nowadays 
usually prefers to play in 
private. So it was. particularly 
interesting to discover his feel¬ 
ings about this work and a less 
frequently heard Fantasia and 
Fugue in A minor (BWV 9041. 
One or two moments of ampli¬ 
fication aroused memories of 
Bach-Bosom. Yet tbe 'contra¬ 
puntal argument remained so 
dear and the innermost spirit 
of the music was so eloquently 


conveyed through the resources 
of a modem instrument That 
none but tile driest-as-dust. 
pedant could have considered it 
Unstylish. The D minor fantasia 
had tbe vividness of something, 
created on the spot. 

This improvisatory aspect oz 
Bach served as a link with the 
three Hungarian Rhapsodies by 
Liszt that followed. Here again 
he appeared to discover new 
facets of the music as he went 
along, unashamedly eqjoying 
the gypsy element while at the 
same time eliciting a subtle 
enough range of sonority and 
sufficiently refining his vii- 
tuosity to turn all three into 
the art-works Liszt intended. 

The second half went. to 
Beethoven’s Diabelli Variations, 
each one in a potent world 
apart yet stfll played as if tbe 
set was conceived in a single 
flash as an architectural wtiole. 
The very fast, cheeky presenta¬ 
tion of tbe theme aptly 
summarized the composer’s 
humorous contempt for Dia- 
beilPs effort: increasin gly Mr 
Brendel conveyed the growing 
urgency and intensity of Pro¬ 
methean creation. It would 
take a whole page to describe 
every striking point of musical 
perception, and yet another to 
enlarge on the tonal beauty and 
technical mastery and accuracy 
with wbicb everything was 
carried out. For even as pian- 
ism pure and simple, London 
can scarcely ever have heard 
anything finer from Mr BrendeL

Britten’s works for Rostropo¬ 
vich have not been much taken 
up by other players, so k was 
pleasing to hear Tortelier 
championing the Cello 
Symphony with such sympathy 
at the Festival HaU on Sunday 
(also heard at Fairfield Hall 
and broadcast on Saturday). 
There was interest too, in hear¬ 
ing what remains one of the 
composers most recently 
written pieces for purely instru¬ 
mental forces, even though it 
is 12 years old. 

It does not yield up its 
secrets easily, nor has it a 
great deal to appeal immedi¬ 
ately to an audience. In that 
sense ir is one of Britten’s 
most uncompromising composi¬ 
tions, yet on repeated hearing 
admiration increases not only 
for how the difficult writing 
for -the soloist is integrated 
into the symphonic texture but 
also For the - undemonstrative 
way both impassioned and dis¬ 
turbing things are .said. The 
opening movement is long but 
never becomes discursive be¬ 
cause of the evenness of tbe 
argument between soloist and 
orchestra. 

. The spectral Scherzo speak¬ 
ing is cries and whispers, forms 
a deliberately uncomfortable 
bridge to the Adagio’s more 
overfly worried mood. The 
experiments in textures are 


subtly interwoven into the 
argument j so is the cadenza, 
but the entry into the Finale 
seems almost facile after so 
much involvement; and the 
close curiously unconvincing in 
its optimism. Tortelier did not 
play it with the huge tone and 
massive commitment of its 
dedicatee, but his own kind of 
full-hearted warmth and 
delicacy, marvellously sup¬ 
ported by Leinsdorf and the 
LSO, was just as convincing, 
and much appreciated. 

The orchestra always seems to 
like having Leinsdorf before it. 
At any rate, the players gave of 
their considerable best ' in 
Brahms’s second symphony. 
This was not the heavy-footed, 
earnest north German Brahms, 
but an energetic, full-blooded, 
and dramatic fellow. In conse¬ 
quence, tbe interpretation de¬ 
fied the dubbing of that sym¬ 
phony as sunny, at least until 
the Finale, and gave it a deep- 
rooted grandeur,_ tinged with 
melancholy even in tile usually 
bright Scherzo. The power nf 
the reading dlj not exclude 
some exquisitely quiet and re¬ 
fined contributions from tbe 
LSO strings and wind. 

Haydn’s ninety-third sym¬ 
phony, which opened the pro 
gramme, was just as straight¬ 
forward an Interpretation, but 
there the soul seemed some 
times missing in the search for 
precision and rhythmic impetus. 
Tbe poor annotator was caugiii 
out by LeinsdorFs failure to re¬ 
peat the first movement’s expo- • 
sition.

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Why overseas students should not 


topay more 




The Government now seems 
bent on the disastrous course 
°f raising tuition fee? for over¬ 
seas srudents, probably by as 
much as five rimes, in 1977. 
Foreign students would then 
be paying about 10 times as 
much as home students and 
■yearly the full economic cost 
of the average course thev 
attend. 

An official policy group of 
the Cabinet has been looking 
at the question since last Julv. 
It consists of civil servants 
from many departments. In a 
confidential report thev esti¬ 
mate that the 60.000 foreign 
students at universities' and 
.colleges of higher and further 
education cost the taxpaver 
LtZOm a year. 

The group recommends that 
foreign student fees should be 
.increased by at loast twice and 
preferably by five times the 
new rates of £416 for students 
on advanced courses and £2GQ 
ior those on non-ad vanced 
courses starting in September. 
,19/b. 

.. It also advocates a sliding 
scale to charge the full cost of 
.tile course from .students in 
countries whose governments 
can afford it, while continuing 
to help to some extent stu¬ 
dents foom developing coun¬ 
tries. 

1 My initial reaction to these 


proposals is one of guts' abhor* 
rence. Any increase whether 
twice or five times would 
threaten the_ free movement 
and international concept of 
university and college educa¬ 
tion. Colleges benefit academi¬ 
cally and socially if they are 
multi-racial societies as anyone 
must admit if they have been 
fortunate enough to study 
alongside students from all 
over the world. 

Such proposals if imple¬ 
mented would be enormously 
damaging in loss of goodwill to 
Britain's influence throughout 
the globe. They would devas¬ 
tate one of the most real and 
valid contributions that Britain 
can afford to give developing 
countries, including those 
which in the past she has been 
happy mercilessly to exploit. 
They will encourage a racist 
element in college admissions 
and stimulate ocher countries to 
be similarly racist in the fees 
they charge the 24,000 British 
students abroad. 

Even when calmer thoughts 


prevail the proposals still seem 
suicidal. Below is a table show¬ 


ing the market for overseas 
students as an education minis¬ 
ter in a rich oil-producing 
country would see it. At the 
moment we are out on a limb 
with Eire in discriminating 
fiercely between home and 


foreign students. If we in¬ 
crease our fees to £2,000 a 
year in 1977 we will be charg¬ 
ing about the same as Ameri¬ 
can and foreign students pay 
to go to Yale. The United 
States is often held as a shin¬ 
ing example by those who ad¬ 
vocate steep fee increases for 
foreign students. 

Firstly, the United States dis¬ 
criminates between residents 
and nonresidents of states, not 
countries, which is not so 
invidious. Second. the 
average fees charged are con¬ 
siderably less than the ones 
proposed for Britain. Third 
she has much more generous 
foreign scholarship schemes 
than we could ever afford to 
give. And lastly the estimated 
percentage of foreign students 
in higher education in the 
United States is less than 2 per 
cent of the total student pop¬ 
ulation. ,, 

Our figure is roughly 10 per 
cent. France has 9 per cent 
and West Germany sets aside 8 
per cent of its places for ovei> 
seas students although not as 
many take them up. Switzer¬ 
land has the highest with 22 
per cent- 

Fees for foreign students in 
Britain have (along with those 
for home students) been in¬ 
creased by 30 per cent recently 
as from next September. If we

rimes, the cut-off point even 
for students from countries 
that can afford to pay could be 
dramatic. Mr Rupert Bristow, 
deputy- secretary of the United 
Kingdom Council for Overseas 
Student Affairs, says that even 
now many student welfare 
officers at foreign embassies 
are considering sending next 
year's students to West Ger¬ 
many instead of Britain. 


When discriminatory fees 
were first introduced an 
Britain in 1967, the effect had 
consequences on overseas stu¬ 
dent numbers which it took 
four years to make up. In crude 
cash terms alone it can be 
argued that foreign students 
put more into the economy 
than they take out. and at 
government measures result in 
an exodus of many foreign stu¬ 
dents from our shores, then 


the short-term benefits wffl be * 
minimal, if ■ not dubious. 

. Lord Crowrioer-Hran, former 
Minister of State sc the. 
Department of Education and 
Science, recently .said a the 
House of . Lords that * the 
“resource costs" of pnmdfejr 
education for foreign students 
was £170m a year. His depart¬ 
ment could not - last week. 
.explain how he ar r i ved at that 
figure. 

Clearly it includes capital and 
other .costs of universities and 
colleges which would still be 
outstanding if aH foreign stu¬ 
dents- were -wiped off the face 
of Britain. 

In the Lords debate on 
January 21 he gave other 
figures which tally closely -wirii 
the estimate in a recent joint 
interim report of the Committee 
of 'Vice-Chancellors 'and Univer¬ 
sity Grants Committee. They are 
based on recurrent expenditure 
and give a fairer indication of 
the true cost to the taxpayer 
this academic year:

Education Cotter 


The political outlaw whose views could 
help to shape a new Spain 


Bernard Levin 


If there had been a yearbook 
Tor the political class of ’75 in 
Spain, a young labour lawyer 
from Seville, Senor Felipe 
Gonzalez, probably would have 
been chosen the man most 
likely to succeed. 

That was the year in which 
Senor Gonzilez became known 
on the national scene as an 
underground political leader, 
socn to surface. It was the 
year in which the PSOE 
< Spanish Socialist Workers’ 
Party) finally re-established its 
own identity in Spain after a 
wearying succession of break¬ 
away movements, the most im¬ 
portant of which was led by 
the respected law' professor, 
Enrique Tie-mo Galvan. It was 
the year in which another law¬ 
yer, Senor Pablo Castellano of 
Madrid, stepped down from 
the job of Secretary General of 
the PSOE after a brief stint, 
clearing the way for the eager 
33-year-old lawyer from Seville, 
And of course it was the year 
that General Franco died, a 
year of opportunity for anyone 
in the Spanish opposition. 

Still technically operating in 
.clandesturity, Senor Gonzalez bs 
no longer really hiding. Secret 
emissaries of the lacerior 
Minister (and former Ambassa¬ 
dor to London), Senor Manuel 
Fraga Iribarne, keep in touch 
with him. although he insists 
that he has made no pact with 
the Government headed by 
Senor Carlos Arias Navarro. 
Illegal labour leaders and 
representatives of outlawed 
political organizations come 
and go at his office with rel¬ 
ative freedom (although you 
have to wait after ringing the 
doorbell, while they undo the 
latch and chain). Senor Gonza¬ 
lez is quoted liberally in the 
newly bold Spanish press. He 
no longer minds being identi¬ 
fied by name when muting sta¬ 
tements regarding party poli¬ 
cies or decisions. 

The party he leads is not 
strong in terms of dedicated 
“ card-carryio& ” members 
(nobody was foolish enough to 
carry ‘such a card in the 
Franco era). There are about 
6,000, in his undoubtedly opti¬ 
mistic estimate. But the party 
is in the mainstream of cur¬ 


rent Spanish political thought, 
so much so that long before 
the Generalissimo died there 
were official moves to drain 
off support for the independ¬ 
ent and intractable “ real ” 
socialist movement by setting 
up socialist-oriented groups 
within the single National 
Movement, and by implying in 
the movement's press that the 
socialists had made a deal -with 
the regime. 

Acknowledging that the 
PSOE is not the only socialist- 
oriented political movement in 
Spain, Senor Gonzalez is 
nevertheless confident that it 
can now amalgamate the 
nation's socialist tendencies: 
“ We are the only socialists in 
Spain who function from con¬ 
gress to congress, with real in¬ 
ternal elections. The PSOE is 
the focal point around which 
Spanish socialism will crystal¬ 
lize. We are in touch -with all 
the groups which call them¬ 
selves socialists.'' 

He thinks he will not .have 
to wait long before his party 
can come out into the open. 
While it is outlawed today, and 
will remain so until the laws 
of the Franco regime are 
changed, it is no longer perse¬ 
cuted. Referring to the institu¬ 
tions of the regime which 
stand between this country and 
Western-style democracy, the 
young politician says, “The 
political structure of this 
country looks as if it wese 
made of papier-mache. It isn't 
real. The Government is doing 
a fairly good job within its 
own frame of reference, acting 
much more intelligently than 
before; but it cannot keep up 
with things. The country is 
jumping the track because 
the existing tracks were not 
made for speed. Socio-political. 
realities will oblige the 
Government to incorporate the 
genuine political forces.” 

How long will that rake ? 
“ Within the next six months 
the socio-political dynamics of 
the country will oblige the 
right to descend to the real 
political arena and .face its 
opponents. By that time we 
will be able to enter a period 
of provisional government." 



If and when chat happens, 
King Juan Carlos may find his 
recently initiated reign about 
to end. The Secretary General 
of the PSOE claims that his 
party is willing to accept the 
monarchy, at least for the Lime 
being; but it will not accept it 
as a permanent institution 
-without the approval of the 
people in a popular referen¬ 
dum. “In principal, the Socia¬ 
list Party is a republican 
party ”, explains Senor Gonzalez 
“but that would not bar us 
from accepting a constitutional 
monarch if that is the will of 
the people”. 

Spain is in a hurry to rule 
its awn destinies after nearly 
40 years under the yoke of a 
military dictator, in the 
opinion of the socialist leader. 
He feels that estimates made 
by members of the present 
cabinet, that it will take two 
years to prepare a represent¬ 
ative democratic power struc¬ 
ture, are unrealistic. “A wait¬ 
ing period of two years for 
democracy is much too long 
for the country. There is no 
way of telling how quickly it 
will came, but popular opinion 
is already gaining momentum. 
There cannot be any political 
alternative which is not bora 
of a commitment between the 
power and the people. This 
cannot be accomplished with¬ 
out taking the opposition into 
account." 

Compared with such old-tim¬ 
ers as Senor Santiago Carillo, 
leader of the PCE (Moscow- 
oriented Spanish Communist 
Party); Professor Enrique 
Tierno Galvan, leader of the 
Popular Socialist Party (PSP); 
Joaquin Ruiz-Gimenez, Spain’s 
foremost Christian Democratic 
leader; liberal monarchist 
Senor Jose Maria Areilza, the 
current Foreign Minister, and 
other well-known Spanish polit¬ 
ical figures, the Andalusian 
lawyer is the enfant terrible. 
Yet youth is nor synonymous 
-with brashness in his case. 

On the thorny question of 
whether to allow communists 
to participate legally in public 
affairs, ne is anxious to 
reserve judgment: “Whether 
the PCE would be acceptable 
or not would depend on the 
balance of forces at any given 
moment. We do not uncom¬ 
promisingly veto the idea of 
communist participation, but 
we recognize that in certain 
circumstances it might not be 
advisable." 

The mood of the country, 
Senor Gonzalez believes, will 
be made evident in municipal 
elections later this year, even 


if they are carried out under 
the laws of General Franco. He 
feels that, with the General 
gone, the winners of the elec¬ 
tions will be progressive for 
the most part, even if only 
town councillors are allowed to 
vote for mayoral candidates. 
41 The battle for municipal 
posts will be the political fight 
of the year. Do not forget that 
the Second Republic was not a 
carefully built creature; it 
came because the people voted 
overwhelmingly for democratic 
candidates in municipal elec¬ 
tions. King Alfonso saw the 
tendency and left.” 

As for his party’s immediate 
short-range objectives, Senor 
Gonz&lez said the PSOE sup¬ 
ported the wave of strikes 
which began in January. He 
added, with obvious satisfac¬ 
tion, * The extent of spon¬ 
taneous participation far sur¬ 
passed the organizers' hopes.” 
Not only is he firmly con¬ 
vinced that wages must rise 
further—“There is a big dif¬ 
ference between the real and. 
the official cost-of-living in- 
dexes ”—he also says that the 
Government is right in con¬ 
sidering the strikes as a poli¬ 
tical provocation. One of the 
alms of the strikes is to provoke 
legal recognition of workers’ 
rights, he said. . 

There is one prior condition 
which must be fulfilled in 
order to show that the Govern¬ 
ment of Prime Minister Arias 
is really interested in liberali¬ 
zation, according to Senor Gon-

zalez: “Freedom for political 
prisoners and labour leaders 
and the unlimited return of 
political exiles, are a requisite 
sine qua non.

There is a move to 
domesticate the pressure for 
amnesty, to have it presented 
by official bodies, by town 
councils. This will not fool 
anybody.

It is the 
duty of the Government to 
make amends for the unjust 
persecution which drove these 
people into exile. To -welcome 
them, to help them come back 
home, is an act of justice.

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Now that the net is closing in, 
there is nothing for it but for 
me to reveal the extent of my 
own association with the Lock¬ 
heed Aircraft Corporation, 
which dates from September. 
1970. It began on a warm late 
summer afternoon, as I was 
sitting in the New York Office 
of The Times , on the 29th 
floor of a Manhattan skyscraper.

We xvere 
driven by Cadillac to a small 
airport in New Jersey, where 
a private jet, of the type Lock¬ 
heed were said to have con¬ 
sidered giring to a high Dutch 
official, was warming up. 
Aboard was Dan Haughton, 
Lockheed's easy-going chairman. 
The steward just had time to 
give us all a large drink before 
we landed at Washington to 
pick up more reporters and 
officials, bringing the comple¬ 
ment to about a dozen. 

A few drinks later we landed 
at Oklahoma to refuel, and 
arrived at Burbank airport, on 
the outskirts of Los Angeles, 
in hardly more time than it 
. would have taken by commer¬ 
cial jet. We were taken to a 
luxury hotel in the grounds of 
the Universal film studios, and 
offered a few more drinks 
before bed. 

The purpose of the trip was 
twofold: to deny reports of 
fresh difficulties with the Rolls- 
Royce engines for the new 
TriStar passenger jet, and as 
part of a promotional campaign 
to persuade British Airways to 
buy It. Though the latter aim 
was successful, it was only a 
few months after my visit that 
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Lockheed shock: the truth at last 


Rolls-Royce were forced into 
being taken over by the Govern¬ 
ment, mainly because of diffi¬ 
culties with the TriStar engine. 

TriStar was important for 
Lockheed because it was their 
first large attempt for many 
years to compete with Boeing 
and McDonneli-Dooglas in the 
big passenger jet market. 
Nearly all their recent work 
bad been military—indeed when 
radicals spoke of the w military- 
industrial complex” it was to 
Lockheed that they were mainly 
referring. Yet it was clear even 
rfaen that the Americans were 
soon going to kick the habit 
of dropping large quantities of. 
bombs on Asians, so it was im¬ 
portant for the firm to diversify 
into less Combative areas. 

Although our earertainment 
was lavish, no. bribes were 
offered to me or. so far as I

encouragement of the . Soviet 
Union, ^nd -calls for democratic 
freedom were always accom¬ 
panied by explanations that the 
Soviet ' Union was', really the' 
freest and most democratic' 
country of aXL Today the faults 
of the Soviet Union-are not-only: 
not; denied but increasingly arer 
brought into the limelight by the 
Communist parties themselves, - 
whose activities in turn, provoke 
a less and less concealed dis¬ 
pleasure in Moscow—and even' 
thwart some of Moscow’s -most 
cherished projects such as the 
conference of European parties 
to condemn China. If this is play¬ 
acting, then all the actors have 
thrown themselves into their ' 
roles with a zeal that Stanis¬ 
lavsky himself could hardly 
-have imagined. 

If it is not play-acting, what 
are we to make of. it ? In Britain 
it may not much matter, since the 
Communist Party's political role 
hardly goes beyond egging on the ’ 
left wing of the Labour Party. 
But in the Latin countries, and 
most obviously in France and 
Italy, it has to be taken a great 
deal more seriously. A powerful 
editorial in The Economist- last 
month urged the western demo¬ 


cracies to make it their “ srarc-of- 
: 1976 priority'* to decide their 
policy towards the problem of 
Communist participation in West 
European governments. 

Such participation has some 
-obvious dangers and soma less 
obvious. There is the possibility 
that pro-Moscow Stalinists, at 
present lying low within the 
various parties, would crawl out 
of the woodwork and gain the 
upper hand. There is the 
possibility that the present 
'moderate leaderships would be 
panicked into adopting Stalinist 
policies by their inability to con¬ 
trol events once in office. There 
is also the possibility—of which 
they themselves are acutely 
.aware—that their arrival in 
office would provoke panic in 
Washington and among, the 
domestic bourgeolse of the coun¬ 
tries concerned, resulting in a 
ChUean-style coup. It is mainly to 
forestall this that they hre how 
seeking such broad alliances and 
offering so many guarantees of 
democratic good behaviour.- / 

: Yet these alliances and guaran¬ 
tees in themselves involve a 
further danger, which is that the 
Communist parties may render 
themselves powerless lo change 
anything at all, and thus deprive 
-then: participation in govern- 
- ment of the positive value which 
many Communists and non-Com- 
munists assign to it. In Italy, 
for instance, one can imagine a 
. Christian Demo crat-Communist 
coalition proving ho less corrupt 
1 and' impotent than the various 
other coalitions that have 
already been tried. If the Italian 
Communists «n convince the 
-world—as they almost have— 
, that their acceptance of the 
democratic rules of the game is

between two- “foreign states” 
and- at first blush this 'might' 
seem to exclude mercenaries in 
a.dvil war. Indeed, the most 
widely - used textbook on the 
criminal law. Archbold, says that 
the Act does not extend to enlist¬ 
ment in .the Government or rebel 
forces during, a civil war in a 
foreign state-at peace with Her 
Majesty. The. definition of “ for¬ 
eign state ** in the Act, however, 
would seem to be wide enough 
to include a civil war. It reads: 
“Any foreign prince, colony, 
province, or part .of any province 
or people, or any person or per¬ 
sons exercising or assuming to 
exercise the powers of govern¬ 
ment in or ’Over any foreign 
country, colony, province, .or 
parr or any province or people.” 

Similarly, both sections refer 
to a state at war with a friendly 
state. The British ; Government 
has not recognized' any of the 
warring_ f actions^ in Angola. It 
is a territory which is, in relation 
to the British Government, in a 
diplomatic vacuum. The Act’s 
definition of .* state ” appears to 
take care of that too. All doubt 
would be removed if Her 
Majesty's Government were to 
recognize the MPLA as the Gov¬ 
ernment of Angola (and there is 
some pressure on it so to do). 
Angola would become a friendly 
state, and it could then be argued 
that mercenaries who then went 
to fight for the Units or FNLA 
forces, assuming they . still held 
some territory, would be commit¬ 
ting an offence. y 

• The third possibly relevant 
provision of the Act of'1870 is 
Section 11, which makes it an 
offence to prepare or fit out any

They were 
convicted, and Dr Jameson was 
sentenced to 15 months* impris¬ 
onment. 

. The Act has not been used 
since; although opportunities 
have arisen from time to time. 
The. enlistment of a number, qf 
British Jews in the Israeli army 
during ks wars with Egypt, 
Jordan and other -foreign states 
“at peace with Her Majesty” 
appears to be .one example.- The 
Act makes no distinction between 
fighting for money and fighting 
for a cause.

Sir, Your leading article on Africa 
(February 7) was timely. One con¬ 
clusion to be dawn from it is that 
an agreement in Rhodesia is more 
urgent than ever. Large scale fight¬ 
ing there would be fatal-in its effect 
on black/white relations and 
material western interests through¬ 
out Africa. No one can realistically 
believe that Rhodesia can any 
longer continue to be a country of 
white settlement. 

A principal obstacle to peace now 
is the understandable reluctance of 
existing white settlers to entrust 
their hard earned assets and savings 

to a black African government. This 
mistrust might be misplaced but 
precedents suggest it .might not. 
Could not the western powers, and 
hopefully others, guarantee existing 
sealers fair compensation and, if 
necessary, a home ? The figure 
could be agreed now, but could be 
claimed by toe settler if and when 
he felt that black majority rule was 
no longer tolerable. 

With this anxiety removed white 
and black could work together in 
toe general interest. Rhodesia 
needs western investment. Future 
whites could be welcomed, not as 
settlers, but as expatiate specialism;

Mercenaries’ role 
in Africa 

From Mr George Martelli 
Sir, Why all this fuss about toe 
mercenaries? They are, after alL 
going to serve with African forces 
who are fighting to defence of free¬ 
dom against those who threaten it 
not only In Angola but also here. 
In other words these forces are 
fighting oar battle for us, and toe 
mercenaries who go to their assist¬ 
ance, whatever the motive, are 
serving the Western interest, includ¬ 
ing our own, and deserve our grati¬ 
tude not onr condemnation. And 
yet they are^ bounded by the media 
and in Parliament as though they 
were another IRA. 

If toe Government had a policy 
on Angola that was compromised by 
the mercenaries there might be 
some justification for their attitude. 
But they butne none. Mr Callaghan's 
contribution has been the expression 
of pious hope that there will be a 
peaceful settlement. He has not 
even used the opportunity of 
arraigning Russia at the bar of the 
United Nations, which might at least 
have a propagandist value. His only 
concern is to reassure his own party 
that he will never be found on toe 
same side as South Africa, even 
though in this case it happens that 
about half the African countries are 
on that side also. 

If there is ever to be a peaceful 
settlement it will only occur when 
toe MPLA and their foreign allies 
are fought to a standstill and realize 
that complete victory is beyond 
their grasp. They then might be 
willing to compromise. But without 
much greater help to the anti- 
Marxist forces—not only in arms 
but above all in trained and disci¬ 
plined soldiers, which only toe West 
can provide—they have no hope 
of withstanding the massive war 
machine ranged against them. 

Since toe West will not intervene 
openly, toe only alternative is to 
send volunteers, even if they are 
called mercenaries. The role of 
these men could be vital in staving 
off a defeat; not only for toe 
Angolans but for democracy every¬ 
where.

Debate on dosed shop

Sir, A mild affliction—perhaps sot 
surprisingly of the “left foot”— 
preve nts my attendance at toe 
House of Lords tomorrow for the 
second reading of toe Trade Union 
and Labour Relations (Amendment) 
Bill—now again restored to us from 
toe Commons. 

May I use your friendly columns 
to ask what I should have asked 
in toe debate—had both feet been 
serviceable—toat the Government 
may still reconsider toe iniquitous 
nature of this legislation and decide 
that toe very minor amendments 
time we have sought for so long 
with such protracted argument 
might yet be yielded. 

At present the legislation—un¬ 
amended—will ensure that (a) every 
newspaper can operate a closed 
shop and will have limited powers 
of resistance against this develop¬ 
ment;-(b) that once a closed shop 
is in operation there will be one 
single journalists* union and toe 
[aller Institute of Journalists will 
be mercilessly destroyed—notwith¬ 
standing toe allegiance of 3,000 
members; and (c) that the remain- 
ing union can then exclude and 
expel from membership anyone it 
does not like. 

" Thus toe capacity to publish what 
a man has written and earn a living 
from writing will be subject to this 
savage control—unprecedented in 
British history. No amount of 
double talk about a charter devoid 
of sanctions or any kind of teeth 
will ameliorate this enormity and 
if toe newspaper industry wants a 
voluntary charter it can negotiate it 
for kself without Mr Foot’s shadow 
hanging over the proceedings. 

I hope toat I shall be mile to 
participate in later stages but I 
would not have liked my absence 
and silence to be construed as indi¬ 
cating any reduction in my absolute 
detestation of "this measure. The 
Government will lose nothing—even 
■wito toe trade unions—and _ will.

Moral education 

From Bishop B. C. Butler 
Sir, The Headmaster of Downside, 
writing on javenile delinquency 
{The Times, February 2\ points out 
toat 15-year-olds “ who don’t want to 
be at school and who resent all 
forms of authority are not easy to 
reach ”; he goes on to suggest toat 
they may be more teachable when 
they come ,c seriously to contemplate 
marriage I do not of course 
question toe social relevance of 
education for marriage and parent¬ 
hood or toe need, to improve it, But 
moral responsibility has a still 
wider scope, and toe time of mar¬ 
riage may be late to start acquiring 
it Are those who have not learnt 
how to make moral derisions in 
thesr schooldays likely to be any 
more receptive to such under toe 
pressure of a major sexual emotion ? 

Fortunately, as a result of 
research .and experiment in recent 
years, notably by toe Schools 
Council and by John Wilson and his 
team, methods of “moral educa¬ 
tion” have been developed which 
are workable at primary and 
secondary school levels. Some local 
authorities have also. developed 
practical schemes to aid teachers 
in helping children with behavioural 
difficulties. Educational Broadcast¬ 
ing, which obviously has an impor¬ 
tant role to play, has shown a 
creative interest. 

This is why toe campaign to 
promote moral. education. in har¬ 
mony -with religious education, wito 
which toe Social Morality Council 
is associated and which stemmed 
from a House of Lords debate- on 
December 10,1974, has backing from 
virtually every national educational 
body, from many principals of 
colleges of education, from toe three 
political parties and both from 
religious and Humanist' leaders—a 
remarkable consensus. The objects 
briefly are: 

(1) To develop the necessary 


research and disseminate its find¬ 
ings; 

(2) To make available to toe great 
majority of teachers and parents, 
who. are neither religious,, nor 
political extremists, toe professional 
help they need in working out their 
own positive approaches to moral 
education ; 

(3) To promote a partnership for 
this purpose between toe sriiool 
and toe borne, since as Ft- Appleby 
rightly says, “without toe support 
and encouragement of parents 
schools can do a very limited 
amount' to help - 

The campaign, as a Note to the 
Government has stated, is being 
urgently pursued, - "despite, and 
even because of, toe economic 
crisis”,, since moral education is 

something on which our whole 

future, including even our economic 
future hinges.

National Theatre’s 
new ticket scheme 

From Mr Peter Stevens 
Sir, Mr Peter Holland, in your Let¬ 
ters column last week (February 
S), was concerned ax the new ticket 
scheme toe National Theatre bas 
announced for toe first of its three 
theatres to start public perfor¬ 
mances, the Lyttelton, opening next 
month. 

.His chief worry is, I think, toat 
with the National at toe Old Vic, 
tickets from 40p to £3^25 are book¬ 
able in advance; whereas toe tickets 
bookable in advance at toe Lyttel¬ 
ton are all one pricey £235, with 
the £1 and 50p seats on sale only 
on toe day of performance. 

Mr Holland’s worry pinpoints one 
aspect of toe new scheme: it in¬ 
creases toe extremely low prices 
at toe Old Vic—anachronisticaXly 
low, alas—whilst bringing down toe 
top price. 

This seems to us, though we are 
willing to be proved wrong, a demo¬ 
cratic principle toat is perfectly 
suited to toe physical shape of the 
Lyttelton auditorium. 

The auditorium of toe Old Vic, 
like those of many old theatres, is 
structured in a way that offers seats 
ranging from very bad indeed (far 
from toe stage, behind pillars, round 
corners, etc) to very good. The 
Old Tic pricing system reflects this. 

Every seat in the Lyttelton has— 
and toe experts have confirmed this 
—superb sight lines and acoustics. 
Every £235 and £1 seat is, in fact, 
as good as the most expensive seat 
at the Old Vic. 

Having said that, there is Mr 
Holland’s argument that £2.35 is 
too much for many people. Yet it 
compares well wito toe cost of most 
illustrated paperback books, and is 
not all that much more than the 
average West End cinema ticket. 
Moreover, students can buy any- un¬ 
sold seats for £1 one hour before 
toe performance. And next book¬ 
ing period, as an experiment, toe 
£1 and 50p seats will he available 
in advance as well as on toe day. 

In addition to the price, Mr Hol¬ 
land questions toe way toe public are 
being asked to buy tickets for toe 
Lyttelton. And it is true that not 
being able to reserve a specific 
seat in advance unless one pays 
an extra £2 (and those choosing 
to pay this are subsidizing those 
willing to be more casual) is new, 
and may be unsettling at first for 
theatregoers. But this too is based 
on toe fact that all .toe Lyttelton 
seats have excellent sight and 
sound, and therefore toe exact seat 
position is unlikely to matter as 
much as one might think , if at all- 
Even arriving just before toe per¬ 
formance starts, when there may 
not be much choice, cannot result 
in less than an excellent seat by 
any standards. 

When- all three theatres in the 
new building are open, one fifth 
of toe seats for both the Olivier 
and toe Lyttelton—many of them 
those nearest toe stage— will be 
at a .minimum charge, plus every 
seat in toe small Cqttesloe Theatre. 
So about half toe total seats at toe 
new National Theatre will be low 
priced. This is the main reason 
for the new scheme. 

From toe start, there has been no 
question of toe NT taking a “llke- 
it-or-JumjMt “ attitude about the 
new scheme. If, after a fair 
trial,. people really do not 
like it. and are unhappy using it, 
we will go back to a more tra¬ 
ditional method, but it will mean a 
consequent big rise in the average 
price.

European elections 

From Mr Garrard Raven 
Sir, Lord Dun can-5 an dys is surely 
wrong when he claims (February 5) 
that “legislative and organizational 
problems” rule out a proportional 
representation system in Britain for 
the first universal suffrage elections 
to toe European parliament in 1978. 
It may be true toat toe introduction 
of toe single transferable vote would 
create insurmountable difficulties; 
but surely, even though it would be 
second best, an election on toe lines 
of toe German system would not be 
impossible. 

All toat would be involved would 
be toe division of toe country into, 
say, 40 seats for which MPs would 
be elected by toe familiar Britisb 
system. Then our remaining 27 
seats would be allocated- to - party 
nomineeS'in such a way as to obtain 
a proportionate balance. 

Organizationally this would be ne 
more difficult than splitting the 
country into 67 seats and holding 
“first past toe post elections” in 
them. And since a Bill will in any 
case be necessary, legislative hurdles 
would be little higher. 

Britain, has already shocked many 
democratically minded ■ European 
politicians and observers when 
Liberal representation in the Parlia¬ 
ment was reduced from two to one 
of die 36 British seats soon after 
two general elections demonstrated 
that toe Liberals had toe support 
of more than one in six of toe 
voters. 

Now we are considering a system 
which might well leave the Liberals 
wito none of 67 seats if they achieve 
a similar proportion of tne votes. 
Do we really want to convince our 
European friends that British in¬ 
terest in democracy—even in that 
much vaunted preoccupation “free 
play ”—has waned. >

A three-page compact drawn 
up in 1796 between Haydn and 
Frederick Augustus Hyde, a Lon¬ 
don ** musick seller ", was sotd 
at Sotheby’s yesterday for £2,860 
with premium (estimate £300 to 
£4001. It was Considered a highly 
important piece of Baydn memora¬ 
bilia atxl went to the Tunbridge 
Wells book dealer, R. Macnutt, 
who specializes in music. 

The contract is signed and 
sealed by the public notary In 
Vienna. It specifies that Hadyn 
should write 55 compositions over 
a period of five years, for which 
he would receive £911. Some at 
least of rbc pieces were duly’ com¬ 
posed and published, such as the 
Three Sonatas for the Pianoforte 
(Op 75, nos 27-29) and Three 
Quartets for Two Violins (Op 76). 
The contract is unpublished and 
hitherto unrecorded. 

Sotheby's were less successful 

with what they hoped to be the 
star items of the sale. A full 
score of Les Djirms Choeur. com¬ 
posed by Gabriel Faure about 
1875, was bought in at £830 (esti¬ 
mate £3,000 to £4,000> and his 
Xtnssance dc Venus at £800 (esti¬ 
mate £4,000 to £5,000). There had 
been some doubts over the extern 
to which the manuscripts were in 
the composer’s own hand. 

Another Important lot com¬ 
prised 67 autograph letters from 
Elgar to Nicholas Kilburn. an 
amateur musician and friend. They 
contain many references to his 
own music and moods of depres¬ 
sion: “ I have grave doubts as to 
the value of anything I have ever 
done ’’ (1898). Ttaev made £1,870 
(estimate £1,800 to £2,500}. 

The sale, mainly devoted to 
items of musical interest, once 
again demonstrated the strong 
demand for music manuscripts, of 
which there are seldom many on 
the marker. Ballet and thean-e 
material was included and the 
experiment paid off in strong 
prices. A collection of 28 plays 
and poems bv John Dryden. 
mainly first editions and dating 
from 1669 to 1692, went to Black¬ 
well’s at £1,100 (estimate £400 to 
£600). The sale totalled £22,271, 
with 9 per cent unsold. 

Sotheby’s also held a sale of 
Russian and Greek icons totalling 
£58,167. with 7 per cent unsold. 
There were several new buyers 
and strong bidding in middle-price 
ranges. Prices were less com- 
petit)ve at the top end. where 
there arc fewer buvers. The star 
piece, a Birth of the Virgin ” 
of rhe north Russian School, pro¬ 
bably Vologda, of about 1600, 
mad* £3,190 (estimate £3.500 to 
£4.300). 

At Christie’s a sale of ceramics 
of the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries made £36.020. with 6 per 
cent unsold. A pair of three-foot 
ormolu-mounted S&vres vases 
decorated with Napoleonic scenes 
made £3.520 (entimate £3.000 to 
£4.000). 

At Phillips’s a sale of paintings 
made E14.7S0, with 28 out of 156 
lots unsold. Polak paid £880 
(estimate £130 io £20l)i for a 
village scene catalogued simply as 
" Dutch School A little German 
boar-hunting scene in a winter 
landscape, dated 1S33 and signed 
Altman, made £580 (estimate £60 
to £80).

Science report 


Magnetism: Mayan 
rock sculpture 


The recent discovery of a sculpture 
made of magnetic rock suggests 
that the Mayans of pre-Columbian 
Mesoamerica knew about magnet¬ 
ism and may have used compasses 
for navigation. Dr V. H. Malm- 
strain. of Dartmouth College, 
Hanover, New Hampshire, dis¬ 
covered the magnetic sculpture 
while investigating the astro¬ 
nomical alignments of some large 
sculptures at an ancient ceremonial 
centre on ihe Pacific coast of 
Chiapas State, Mexico. 

The sculptures are carved from 
dark brown basalt, but only one, 
the head of a turtle, is magnetic. 
It is about 114cm long and has 
been fashioned so that the lines of 


force of magnetism in the rock 
converge on the turtle’s snout. 

The site, known as Izapa. was 
inhabited by a seafaring people, 
and Dr Malmstrum suggests that 
they may have noticed and been 
impressed by the navigational 
accuracy of turtles, which arc 
common there. 

The suggestion that the Mayan 
people wore aware of magnetism 
has been made before largely on 
the strength of tiie discovery ar an 
Olmec site near San Lorenzo of a 
piece of. haematite which may have 
served us a lodes tone.

Stress and obesity 


Rats, like humans, may turn to 
streets for consolation in the face 
of fortune’s slings and arrows. 
And, like humans, they get fat. 
American psychologists who have 
demonstrated the development of 
snch obesity in the laboratory 
consider that .stress may be a 
significant cause of weight gain 
in humans. 

The experiments, which were 
conducted by Dr Neil E. Rowland 
and Dr Seymour M. Antelman at 
Pittsburgh University, involved 
subjecting rats to six 10-minute 
periods of having their rails 
lightly pinched every day for five 
days. During those “ stress ” 
sessions, the rats wore offered 
sweetened milk held in rhe cage 
In a dropper. For the rest of 
the time, they and a similar group 
of control ruts were kept in cages 
where sweetened milk, as well as 
ordinary tap water, was freely 
available. 

The researchers round that the 
stressed rats drank the mTlk from 
the dropper, apparently In res¬ 


ponse to the tail-pinching, thus 
doubling their average dally 
calorie Intake over the five days. 
That led to their gaining weight 
and becoming much heavier than 
the control animals which had 
access ro sweetened milk but were 
not subjected to stress. 

The rat experiment, though 
hardly very like anything that 
would happen in real life, 
iilu&trares the principle that eating 
is one way in which animals and 
humans may End distraction from 
some kinds of discomfort. Dr 
Rowland and Dr Antelman 
believe that slightly unpleasant 
experiences such as rail-pinching 
may activate Lhe same brain 
regions that are involved in 
eating, and that is how the two 
come to be associated.

Archaeology report 

Wroxeter: A Roman fort 


Excavations beneath the macellum 
or meat market of the Roman 
city uf Viroconium at Wruxeier. 

Salop, have uncovered part of 
the earlier legionary fortress of 
rhe first century AD. Tiie fortress 
is similar in dimensions tu that 
at Gloucester farther down the 
Severn valley, but with unusual 
internal features. 

The site or the foru'eas hud 
been sought for several years on 
aerial photographs. but the 
features in the present excavation 
would have been tun deeply 
buried beneath later construction 
to snow up. They do. however, 
accord with evidence from else- 
wnerc ub the site, including an 
early rampart and dilch on the 
western side of Lhe site found hy 
Dame Kathleen Keoj’on in 1936-37 
and two ditches adjoining the 
later civil defences seen as a crop 
mark on an aerial photograph. 

The 1975 excavation disclosed 
the rear of a military turf rampart 
laced with timber and with timber 
.'trapping at its base, running 
from north to south. It had been 
cut into for the insertion of a 
series of buildings, the latest with 
stone foundations. 

Only a small part of the fortress 
has been exposed, and it is not 
clear how many periods of build¬ 
ings are present; there seems to 
be do imervoJlum road, and the 
centurial blocks are unusually 
small. 


Major-General Sir Miles 
Graham, KBE. CB, MC, DL, 
died on February 8 at the age 
of 80. 

He distinguished himself as 
a young officer in the First 
World War and as a senior 
staff officer in the Second, hut 
left the Army for business after 
both conflicts. His easy going 
air masked a gift- tor concen¬ 
tration on essentials which was 
deeply appreciated by Field- 
Marshal Lord Montgomery. 

Miles William Arthur Peel 
Graham was born on August 11. 
1895, the elder son of Major 
Henry Graham and of Ellen, 
daughter of Archibald PeeL 
later, by her second marriage. 
Lady Askwich. He was educated 
at Eton, where be was _ a 
scholar, and for a brief period 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
from which he entered the 2 nd 
Life Guards in 1914, at the age 
of 19. In 1916 he was promoted 
to the rank of captain and 

appointed adjutant of his 
regiment. He was twice 
wounded, twice mentioned in 
despatches, and awarded the 
MC. 


Between the wars he worked 
in his own firm, Graham and 
Bohn, which dealt in steel. 
Until the Second World War 
this was a successful and profit¬ 
able business. It was. however. 
Then heavily hit, partly because 
its main activity bad been the 
importation of German steel, 
partly because he himself 
returned immediately to the 
Army and was abroad through¬ 
out. The firm did nor continue 
business after the war. 


In 1939 Graham rejoined the 
2nd Life Guards with the rank 
of captain, that in which he 
had quitted the regiment. Five 
years later he reacbed tbe rank 
of Major-General. Yet he 
started slowly, as long-retired 
officers generally did; indeed, 
in his forty-fifth year he was 
adjutant of the Household 
Cavalry Regiment in Palestine 
when it was commanded by the 
son of the commanding officer 
under whom he had served as 
adjutant nearly a quarter of a 
century earlier. In 1942 he 
became deputy to Brigadier 
Robertson (later General Sir

DR W. A. BOURNE MR L. R. MU I RHEA 


Dr William Arthur Bourne, 
who died on February 1 at 
the age of 75 was for many 
years a well-known Brighton 
consultant who acquired a 
well deserved reputation 
throughout the south-east of 
England as a shrewd under¬ 
standing and perspicacious 
physician. 

He belonged to a generation 
That refused to be tied to a 
narrow speciality, and was a 
consultant physician in the best 
and widest sense of the term. 
As such, he was the ideal con- 
sulront for the worried fomilv 
doctor seeking a sound second 
opmon on a difficult case. 
Allied to this, was excellent 
bedside manner which made 
him equally acceptable to the 
patient. 

Although primarily a general 
physician, he developed a 
special interest in gastro¬ 
enterology and made many 
valuable contributions to the 
clinical aspects of this growing 
speciality. He was for many 
years a member of the British 
Society of Gascro-emerology, of 
which he was duly elected presi¬ 
dent. 

He received his medical train¬ 
ing at St Bartholomew's 
Hospital from which he 
graduated' with the Cambridge 
JIB Chir in 1927 proceeding to 
his MD in 1936. He was elected 
a FelloW' of the Royal College 
of Physicians of London in 
1946: After holding house 
appointments at , Bart’s, the 
Metropolitan Hospital (virtually 
a Barr’s monopoly in those day’s 
as far as staff was concerned), 
he was appointed to the con¬ 
sulting staff of the Roval Sussex 
County Hospital, Brighton, to 
which he ^ave long and loyal 
service until he pulled out on 
reaching retiring age. 


In the later levels of the ex¬ 
cavation. which was directed bv 
Dr Graham Webster for Birmioj- 
linm University, it was ascertained 
that the niticeUum was probably 
part of an uvei'all civic pian ini¬

01 fill, and die maceUum had to 
be entered bv steps from the 
xtreet culonnadc. It comprised 
three blocks around a central 
paved court with a bordering 
colonnade. The stone column 
bases were later removed and the 
upper courses of the stylobate waO 
were of a different build from 
the lower; a late third-cen- 
ttffy rebuilding is suggested by 
the discovery of a slightly worn 
coin of Tetricus II (c AD 270). 

In spite of this central urban 
decay, occupation continued, coins 
dmvn ro tbp end of the fourth 
century, of the House of Theo¬ 
dosius, having been recovered. 
The later phases of the city's , 
history are being investigated on . 
the adjacent large area excavation 
directed by Mr Philip Barker.

i of having risen at a faster rate 
in recent months than for most 
' of 1975. Although a new 
! upsurge in inflation is being 
| ruled out the trend towards 
I more moderate rates of price 
increases throughout last year 
| seems to have been temporar- 
i ily chocked. 

j In January the provisional 
i price index for the output of 
! manufactured products rose by 
; i; per cent, according to 
figures released yesterday by 
I the Department of Industry. In 
the last three months output 
prices have been rising at an 
i annual rate of 17 per cent. 

But in the previous three- 
monthly period the rises were 
at an annual rate of 1L5 per 
| cent, against 16.5 per cent in 
the previous six-monthly 
period. It is dear that the 
deceleration in inflation shown 
by the wholesale price index 
which began early last year 
has not continued in recent 
months. 

However, most observers are 
not expecting a return to the 
rapid inflation of 1973 and 
1974. In the twelve months to 
January, 1975, wholesale prices 
soared by 28.9 per cent. In the 
twelve months to January, 1976 
the rise was cut to 18.4 per 
cent. A still lower rate is gen¬ 
erally thought likely this year. 

The modest jump in infla¬ 


tion in recent months has 
occurred against the back¬ 
ground of a deep recession and 
despite the operation of the 
Government’s £6 a week volun¬ 
tary pay policy. So far the 
policy would appear to have 
had only a slight impact on 
prices charged by manufac¬ 
turers at factory gates. 

The department notes- that 
many companies review their 
pricing polities in the first 
month of each quarter and 
that the effect Is most marked 
in the first quarter of the year. 
This may have some bearing 
on the relatively sharp lj per 
cent rise in January. 

A further influence on the 
recent increase may have been 
higher raw materials and Fuel 
prices towards the end of 1975. 
In the six months to December 
the index of raw materials and 
fuel prices soared by more 
than 13 per cent. 

Howeper, in January the 
price of materials and fuel 
advanced i per cent—much 
less than was common last 
year. This more encouraging 
development, if continued, may 
ease the cost pressures on in¬ 
dustry in the coming months. 

In the_three months to Janu¬ 
ary the index of raw materials 
and fuel prices rose at an 
annual rate of 14.3 per cent, 
compared to 35.5 per cent in 
rhe three months to last 
October.

Spain sharply devalued the 
peseta here today in reaction 
to M strong speculative pres¬ 
sures” and to help to solve the 
country’s balance of payments 
problem. 

Senor Juan Miguel ViTlar 
Mir, the finance minister, 
announced at a news con¬ 
ference in Madrid that the 
new basic exchange rate as of 
today is 66.6 pesetas to the US 
dollar. He referred to this 
readjustment as "a drop of 
about 10 per cent ” 

However, from another point 
of view, the devaluation could 
be considered to be in the 
range of nearly 13 per cent. 
The currency has been floating 
for some ome, but the last 
previous basic exchange rate 
around which the currency was 
allowed to fluctuate was 58.02 
pesetas to the dollar. 

A difference • in Interpre¬ 
tation possibly resulted from 
the minister’s using the last 
.daily exchange figure (59.60- 
59.92) as a basis for calcula¬ 
tion. Even so, this would mean 
a readjustment 'of .more than 
11 per cent, not 30 per cent as 
claimed. 

The devaluation will make 
Spanish exports cheaper and 
therefore more competitive, in¬ 
cluding Spain’s ing hidden 
export, tourism. When the new 
exchange rates are posted on 
Tuesday, it is expected that 
the pound will be boosted 
from last Friday’s 121 pesetas 
to about 135 pesetas. 

The minister said that the

West to offer Portugal 
more gold-backed aid

Western central bankers are 
understood to have discussed 
plans here today to grant Portu¬ 
gal a new multi-million dollar 
gold-backed credit. 

According to one top-level 
banking source, the Bank for 
International Settlements may 
grant Portugal a loan similar to 
last week's S250m credit from 
the West German federal bank 
on condition that the Portu¬ 
guese national bank pledges 
part of its gold reserves as 
j collateral. 

The BIS gave monetary aid 
to Portugal a year ago, but a 
new credit, coming shortly after 
similar operations by the Ger¬ 
man and Swiss national banks, 
would further demonstrate 
Western confidence in Portugal’s 
political and economic outlook. 

These gold-backed loans to 
■he Portuguese may also indi¬ 
cate a belief of western central 
bankers that the limited scope 
of a further dentine in the gold 
price from its current level of 
around $130 an ounce. 

Gold has. been weak, since 
agreement was reached that the 
International Monetary Fund 
should sell one sixth of its gold- 
holdings or 25 million ounces 
over the next four years to help 
finance payments deficits of 
developing nations.

He questioned the long-term 
value cf introducing new tech¬ 
nology slowly into airliners in 
current use, rnd which would 
he in service for the nest 15 to 
20 years. 

IF manufacturers could come 
up with new aircraft incorporat¬ 
ing all the Jctest technology, 
and promise direc* cost savings

From Mr J. Hildreth 
Sir, There is one very good 
reason why small businesses 
should be encouraged and that 
is because -of the substantial 
contribution they make to the 
wealth and well-being of the 
country. They contribute more 
than their fair share because 
their closeness to the customer 
enables them to identify market 
changes and the close and un¬ 
derstanding relationship be¬ 
tween employer and employed 
enables them to react more 
quickly and more effectively 
than the larger company. 

Your correspondent, Mr 
Richard Tracey, suggests (Feb¬ 
ruary 4) some specific ways 
in which small businesses 
could be encouraged. In the 
view of the Institute of Direc¬ 
tors these suggestions deserve 
careful study. Chzr Taxation 
Committee has today suggested 
to the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer practical ways of reduc¬ 
ing the burden of capital taxa¬ 
tion on small ■ companies, and 
asked for an investigation into 
the contribution to and demands 
on national, insurance by the 
self-employed.

Sir, In the recent debate on 
small businesses in the House of 
Commons, Mr Mark Hudson is 


reported as saying that such 
businesses do not benefit from 
taxation, relief wx stock in¬ 
creases owing ro difficult)- in 
formulating a claim as a result 
of lack of an efficient account¬ 
ing svstem. This is not the prob¬ 
lem as such businesses would 
utilise a public accountant and 
there is no difficulty in making 
the compuranon. The problem 
wises from the inherent dan¬ 
gers of the tax legislation, 

A small business making a 
claim would obtain relief prob¬ 
ably ax the present basic rate of 
35 per cent, or, if a company at 
42 per cent. Once a claim is 

cade it is necessao' to make 

claims in successive years if a 
clawback' of the relief is to be 
avoided. 

There will, however, come a 
time through death, retirement 
or-closure of business when the 
relief will be clawed back. At 
that time the aggregate , of tbe 
relief over the years will be 
taxed in one year leading ro a 
tax rate of up to 83 per . cent 
for the unincorporated trader 
or 52' per cent for the com¬ 
pany. This could be disastrous. 

This does not apply to the 
large company- as it will be 
obtaining relief at 52 per cent 
and is much less likely to cease 
business. 

The Inland .Revenue hare 
rejected making provision for 
the clawback of relief to be at 
the same rate as originally 
given, perhaps for administra¬ 
tive reasons. It would, however, 
seem quite feasible to provide 
that the clawback at cessation 
of business should be taxed only 
at the basic' rate of tax then 
applying, and cot at the higher 
raxes and in the case of com¬ 
panies, at the fate of rax then 
applying to small companies.

Presicp&tt Ford last week signed 
legislation that Will bring 
about a radical .and dramatic 
res t r uct uring of America’s rail 
system. ,Tbe new Act of Con¬ 
gress is designed to modernize 
and' improve much of the more 
than 360,000 miles of railway 
in the country aud create au 
efficient, financially sound and 
competitive industry. 

If the "plan fails, then nauo- 
j nalizanon of ..a major portion 
of the railways will r em a in as 
the sole solution. 

The legislation is ambitious 
involves immense Govern¬ 
ment spending.. It strives to 
meet the immediate investment 
needs of the railways, while, at 
the s ame time; creating new 
services, minimising unemploy¬ 
ment in the industry, preserv¬ 
ing existing services as far as 
possible and ensuring that ad¬ 
verse effects on. communities, 
produced by the reorganization, 
are held to a minimum. 

Thin is an immense plan, but 
nothing smp^ff?-j,-w°uJ(fr. have 
been' sufficient given the indus¬ 
try's recent--h^togy. Competi¬ 
tion from .road transport, pipe¬ 
lines, improved waterways, and 
airlines, ■; have, weakened the 
railways. Labour difficulties and 
often management inefficiency 
have compounded the problems. 
So too has highly r e s tri ct iv e and 
overly bureaucratic government 
regulation in tins; America’s 
most regulated industry. - 

By-1974 many of the countzy^s 
leading rail companies had gone 
bankrupt 1 while' earnings of all 
companies * together ' -had 
slumped to three-quarters of 
1947, levels and : arcrage .rates 
of return on capital in the in¬ 
dustry were no more than 2JJ 
per cent a year. The decline in 
earnings prevented many com¬ 
panies from . obtaining new 
capital in the markets and-from 
making essential investments. 

The capital shortages pro¬ 
duced a deterioration cycle, 
where obsolete plant and equip¬ 
ment could not be replaced, so 
weakening service and competi¬ 


tiveness, reducing earnings and 
thus leading to less and Jess 
new investment. 

«une to a bead in 
1970 with the bankruptcy of the 
Penn Central Company and 
event, more than any other, 
forced the federal Government 
to recognize that only a massive 
infusion of government money 
could stop the rot. 

Numerous Acts were passed 
by Congress and finance was 
made available, largely of as 
emergency _ nature to keep 
bankrupt lines going, to pre¬ 
pare for the legislation that 
congress has now finalized. 

The legislation takes account 
of the fact that some 54,000m 
(about £2,000m) of direct fin¬ 
ancial assistance has gone to 
the nation’s railways in the last 
five years and that numerous 
expert studies have shown that 
total investments needed to 
make the railways more effici¬ 
ent and competitive are prob¬ 
ably around 57,000m at the 
least. 

The- new legislation brings 
into existence a brand new com¬ 
pany, ir rationalizes the exist- 
Ing structure of the railways 
in the North-east and Mid-west; 
it provides for a greatly im¬ 
proved passenger rail system 
along rite North-eastern coast 
and it provides for large subsi¬ 
dies to improve plane and 
equipment at railways across 
the country. Further, the new 
legislation drastically re¬ 
organizes and simplifies the 
way in which the railways are 
regulated by the Government 

. The new Act envisages spend¬ 
ing of-, around 56,400m, but it 
seems probable that it will lead 
hi' time' to' considerablyhearier 
expenditure. The spending-fore¬ 
casts are based, for example, 
on the fairly optimistic assump¬ 
tion that many of the loss-mak¬ 
ing railway companies will be 
able to be profitable . within 
four years. . 

The Consolidated Rail Cor¬ 
poration, known generally as 
Conrail, is now being estab¬ 


lished and, in line with the new 
Act; should start -operations 
around.the end of March. -It 
trill be one of the' largest anti- 
parties in the country, employ¬ 
ing some 90,000 people and 
controlling more than 20,000 
miles of rail lines. It will carry 
some 37 per cent of the North¬ 
east ana Mid-West region’s 
freight, operating from 
northern New England down to 
Washington and from' the 
eastern seaboard out to Chicago 
and St Louis. It will incor¬ 
porate much of the bankrupt 
Penn Central, as well as the 
lines of several other bankrupt 
companies. 

The North-East and Mid-West 
region is the most icdustralized 
in the country and the most 
congested with Tail lines. Com¬ 
ped non here between the rail 
companies, and other transport 
systems has been extremely 
fierce. The revenue ton-miles of 
the area’s rajJwavs are .now 
some 16 pec cent down oh 3547 
and eight' major companies in 
the area have gone bankrupt.
